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Three members of the Chi- 
cago police department were 
fired yesterday for being mem- 
bers of the Ku KIux Klan, 
Fi-ankUn Krcml, president of 
the police board, announced. 

They are Patrolman Donald 
Heath, 30, of 2055 N. Lav/ndale 
av.; William Plogger, 43, of 
2340 N. Lawndale av., and Er- 
nest R. Semet, 32, of 3333 N. 
Oriole av. 

Heath had been assigned to 
the Fillmore district and Plog- 
gcr and Semat tu the Shake- 
speare district. 


Superintendent Explains 

Police Supt James B. Con-* 
lisk said that membership in 
the klan was contrary to the 
policies of the police depart- 
ment. 

Heath, head of the klan in 
Illinois and a surrounding six- 
state area, was identified as 
head of a six-man klan cell in 
the police department. A raid 
by police on his home on Dec. 
28 uncovered a cache of guns, 
hand grenades, and 200,000 
rounds of ammunition, along 
jwitli klan flags and literature. 

I Ploggor, who had been cn the 
. force since 1954, was identified 
[as vice president of the klan 
I in Illinois.
